Many Suburban cars were switched at the 
company’s old terminus at Sixth and Lla- 
cust streets. 

Representatives of each company Were on 
the ground with explicit orders to put the 
cars through regardless of the inconveni- 
ence it may. cause others, and strict Im- 
structions had been given to avoid any 
wordy controversy or a conflict. The battle 
Was to be fought out through the channels 
of street railway diplomacy. 

This was evidenced by the statement made 
by Capt. McCulloch, superintendent of the 
National lines, Thureday morning. He sald: 

“We have nothing. but good will for the 
Suburban Railway Co. and will do nothing 
to interfere with the running of their cars.

Mr. Bland returned home when Congress 
adjourned in March, much enfeebled ag the 
result of an attack of the grip. For more 
than two months he has been confined to 
his home and has gradually declined from 
that time. He thought he would not sur- 
vive the attack from theefirst and showed 
his thorough knowledge @f h

RICHARD PARKS BLANO. 


His Early History and the Record of 
His Public Life. 

Richard Parks Bland, like many another 
prominent figure in Missouri history, came 
of Kentucky and Virgiania stock. 

Hle was of the same blood that flowed in 
the veins of Abraham Lincoln. Mr. Bland 
in his almost pathetic self-effacement, 
never made any reference to the relation- 
ship, and in fact did not know of it until 


recent years. 

People who knew both men, or know their 
records, have frequently commented on the 
marked similarity of their characters with- 
out knowing that the martyred President— 
one of the most pathetic figures in all his- 
tory—and the great commoner of Missouri, 
were descended from the same stock. 

The relationship comes through the Hanks 
family, a daughter of which, as is well 
known, was the mother of Lincoln. 

Mr. Bland’s father died when he was a 
wee mite of a boy and he was togsed out 
on life's broad ocean at 80 early an age (hat 
he knows practically nothing of his an- 
cestors except what has come to him in a 
desultory way since he acquired fame as 
one of America’s leading statesmen and 
publicists. 

The relationship comes from his mother’s 
famiiy. Mr. Siand's mother was Parks Nali 
of Hartford, Ohio County, Ky. Her mother 
was a Berryman. The Parxs and Hanks 
families were closely related and emigrated 


to Kentucky from Virginia together just at 
the close of the eighteenth century, or 


about 1790. 


The Nalis were French Huguenots, who 
migrated from Louisiana to Kentucky about 
the time the Parks and Hanks famiiles ar- 
rived there from Virgiania. 

The Hankses and the Parks “cleared” ad.- 
joining farms in Ohio County, not far from 
where the prosperous and cultured town of 
Hartford now stands, and suffered dangere 
and deprivations together. 

On one of these farms Mr. Bland’s mother 
was born. Lincoln's mother, Nancy Hanks,

RICHARD PARKS BLAND. 
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TOMBSTONE AS INVESTMENT. 


How a Kentucky Man Has Made 
Money by the Erection of a 
Monument.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Ky., June 15.—As a 
money-making scheme a monument in a 
graveyard would ordinarily be considered 
a queer investment, yet in the Wililams- 
town cemetery there is such a monument 
that has answered its purpose well. 

Twelve years ago a marble works com- 
pany made a proposition to W. G. Gram, 
one of the rich men of Grant County, to 
erect a monument in his private lot, to be 
paid for at once, but to pay interest at the 
rate of 10 per cent upon the cost price to 
himself as long as he should live. It was 
to cost $1500. 

The company’s terms were accepted and 
the monument was built, a space being left 
vacant whereon to chronicle the birth and 
death of Mr. Cram, together with his good 


deeds. Mr. Cram is yet alive and. bids fair 
to live many years more, though he has 
passed the age of three score and ten, and 
the monument has already paid him in divi- 
dends $300 more than the original cost of 


building.

TWO REGIMENTS JOIN LAWTON’S

A feature of Lawton’s present campaign 
is the fact that his expedition is composed 
almost wholly of regulars. To-day’s re- 
perts say that he has been re-enforced by 
one volunteer regiment. His army con- 
sists of the ourteenth, Twenty-first, 
Twelfth and Ninth regulars, and one Wy- 
oming regiment. 

To-day the pressure upon the President 
to call out the 36,000 volunteers provided 
for in the army bill is greater than any 
time since the war began. It ts held that 
in the interests of humanity, without tak-

Aralysis of ‘the Military Operations 
About Manila. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. . 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Little informa- 
tion .explaining the true military situation 
in the Philippines can be obtained at the 
War Department. 

For instance, it is not explained why, if 
Gen. Otis has all the men he needs (Gen. 
Corbin says there are 38,000 there), Gen. 
Lawton was only given 3000 men with 
which to assault a fortified position, which 
required an all-day battle to capture. 

It is not explained where all these 38,000 
soldiers'are. At last reports from press 
sources at Manila, Gen. McArthur’s dli- 
vision of about #00 men was north of 
Manila, but where this army now is is 
not known outside of official circles here. 


Naval officer Ford, lately returned from 
Manila, says that the army which operated 
north and west of Manilo has been with- 
drawn from the captured territory, and 
now ocoupies lines near the city. 

Two or three weeks ago Lawton swept 
around the Laguna de Bay country, clear- 
ing out the rebels and capturing the im- 
portant towns of Morong, Taytay and ota- 
ers 

But these towns, according to press ca- 
bles, were later abandoned and are now, 
it is supposed, re-occupied by Filipinos. 

In Lawton’s present campaign there is 
no doubt that he will take every fortified 
place that he assaults, but, judging by 
the past, every position thus taken at the 
expeditions. And after all the war is gcolag 
on much the same as it began. 

Nobody has any fear of sudden disaster 
overtaking the American forces in the Phil- 

ppines, but the desire to end the fighting 
by complete victory is given expression by 
men of al) parties 

Gen. Otis is organizing three regiments 
in the Philippines, composed of officers 
and men of the State volunteers who desire 
to remain in the service. If the full com 
plement cannot be made up from these dis- 
charged volunteers in the Philippines, the 
regiments will be organized and officered 
in skeleton form until recruits can be sent 
from the United States to fill them. Gen. 
O-ls and the volunteer officers in the Philip- 
pines have been consulting to see how many 
men will en'ist. The number has not been 
very large, as there seems to be a desire 
on the part of the volunteers to return to 
the United States with their organizations, 
These three proposed regiments with three 
regiments 2f regularée, to sail from San 
Francisco on the 224 and 2th, 
under orders for Manila will give Gen. 
Otis 38,000 fighting men, after the volunteers 
leave. 

The War Department plan for the re- 
enforcement of the army in the Philippines, 
briefly stated, foilows: 

‘The increase of the size of the compa- 
nies with Gen. Otis to 128 men to the com- 
pany was made from 3100 men, heretofore 
the Hospital Corps, which the Comptroller 
has decided may be enlisted over and above 
the 66.000 men provided by law. In addition, 
the Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth Regl- 
ments of Infantry have been ordered to 
Manila. and Gen, Otis has been authorized 
to organize three skeleton volunteer regt- 
ments in Manila, officered from volunteers 
in the Philippines from the reguiar army. 
Gen. Otis has informed the depariment that 
he can organize these regiments. It .s pro- 

ed to send him recruits from here to 
fil them to their maximum limit.

Arrangements Made for Reception of 
the Tenth Pennsylvania. 

PITTSBURG. Pa.. June 15.—When 
Tenth Pennsylvania Regiment returns from 
the Philippines it will receive a roya! wel- 
come at the hands of Western Pennsy!- 
vania. A meeting was held here yester- 
day, participated in by the Mayors and 
Burgesses of all the cities, towns and 
boroughs in Western Pennsylvania having 
one or more representative in the Tenth. 
It was decided that from the moment the 
Tenth reaches the United States it becomes 
the guest of Western Pennsylvania. A 
committee wae appointed to wait upon 
President McKinley for the purpose of hav- 
ing the regiment mustered out in Pitts- 
burg tnetead of San Francisco, and tf the 
men should lose travel money by such an 
urrangement, provision was made whereby

Missouri Law Takes Ven- 
geance on John E. Hedrick. 


SHOT A FARMER AND WIFE. 


REVENGPR WAS THE MOTIVE OF 
THE BRUTAL CRIME. 


Murderer Had Professed Repentance, 
Joined the Church and Went to 
Death by Strangulation With- 


out a Faltering Step.

JACKSON, Mo., June 165.—John E. Hed- 
rick, who killed James M. Lail July 1, 1898, 
was hanged here at 6:30 a. m. ‘to-day in the 
presence of some seventy-five witnesses. 
HeGrick was only 2 years of age. He 
ascended the scaffold with remarkable 
nerve. 

Last night he retired at 10 o'clock, slept 
quietly and arose early and calied for his 
breakfast. At 5 o'clock, Sunday last, he

united with the Methodist Church and he 
seemed truly penitent, expressing a desire 
to die and be at peace. 

Death resulted from strangulation within 
fourteen minutes after the drop fell. This 
is the first legal execution in Cape Girar- 
deau County since Feb. 20, 1547. 


John Hedrick was the boy murderer who 
killed Farmer John M. Lalil and his wife 
near Jackson a year ago. 

There was no other motive for the crime, 
as far as is known, than that Lail had dis- 
charged the boy, who had got himself into 
trouble, necessitating his arrest and impris- 
onment for a few hours. Hedrick told the 
daughter of the Lalls after the killing that 
he had been lying around the ogee for 
two or three days mw eT is chances. 
When it came he found Lai! at: his stable 
ar.v in the morning and opened fire on him, 
ie put five bullets in the man as quick as 
ne could fire the sw. then quietay 
and shot twice at Mrs. Lail, Whe wae lying 
upon her husband's body pleading with him 
not to shoot any more. 

Then, after, as he thought, killing both 
Mr. and Mrs. Lail, he ordered the girl to 
go with him to the house and get a pan of 
water “to wash the old man’s blood off,” 
as he put it. Disccvering that Mrs. Lall 
was not dead, bu: trying to make her way 
across a field to her mocher-in-law’s, Hed- 
rick ran and headed her off, caught her and 
pounded her over the head and face in a 
most brutal way, breakingf the stock off his 

stol with the blows. He then cut her 
hroat and inflicted other wounds, He then 
left her for dead and went to the house and 
threatened the girl that he would return 
and kill her also if she gave the alarm. He 
then quietly walked off. 

Jesse Lail, 17 years old. the only witness 
to the crime, told this story: 

“Mamma and I had been with papa out 
te the barn, and we saw this boy coming 
towerd the barn. And then we heard a 
pistol shot. Then papa came running down 
the lane, John shooting at him al! the time. 
Ane fell he looked back and 


: more.’ And 
then he shot him three or 


ur times after 
he fell, and beat him over the head. Then 
we both jumped the fence and mamma fell 
on papa and John shot her, and he went to 
Shoot her again and I jumped in between 
her and the pistol, and he jerked me out of 
the way and shot at her again, but missed 
her. Then he broke the pieto! over her head. 

“He loaded it again and told me to go to 
the house and get him some water to wash 
his hands. He marched ime a iittle piece up 
the lane, and mamma got up and started to 
run through tho field and he ran and headed 
her off. I saw him knock her down then he 
came back and made me go back to the 
house with him. And he made me get him 
@ pen of water and he washed his hands, 
and then he mada me ge: him a buitie, and 
he put some water in it and said he was go- 
ing home and take poison. He left then and 
eaid he would come back and kill me if I 
made any noise. He said he had been lying 
around our house for two or three days try- 
ing to get a chance to do this.”’ 

edrick’s own story differed from this in 
Material statements. He declared on the 
Witness stand that he did not go to the 
Gail farm for the purpose of murdering 
Lail. That Jessie Laii and he were sweet- 
hearts; that he had been forbidden by the 
father of Jessie to go on the place;* that 
at the request of the girl he had been in 
the habit of going there and meeting *her,; 
that prior to the shooting of Lalil he had 
been concealed in the stable loft and hay 
and nights: that his sweet- 
heart, Jess had eecretly provided him 
with food, He swore Lail discovered him 
On the morning of the tragedy and hem- 
‘med him in the barn. He called for his 
wife to bring his gun and said he would 
Ne Hedrick. He shot Lall in self-defense. 

e first shot killed Lall, but he emptied 
his revolver into his body after he was 
dead, reloaded and emptied it into the 
prostrate body again. 

Hedrick fied after the murder and was a 
fugitive, hunted - 4 a mob for eeveral 
seve. during which time he hid in the 
fields, with scarcely a mouthful of food. 
At last he was taken by a farmer named 
Golson, for whom he formerly worked. 
Hedrick was transferred to St. Louls until 
his trial came on, as it was feared he would 

lynched. 

Hedrick was Indicted at the August term 
of court, and tried at a special term called 
for November 15, and sentenced to be ex- 
ecuted January 4. following. His attorneys 
secured an appeal, but the Supreme Court 
affirmed the verdict of the jury, and fixed 
the day of execution June it 

Petition for clemency was made. but 
it was yesterday refused by Aoting-Gover- 
mor Bolte.

ALL BUSINESS 


Thirty Thousand Men Soon to 
Be Without Work. 


MINES CLOSING IN COLORADO. 


FIVE THOUSAND RAILROAD 
WORKERS WILL BE AFFECTED. 


Men Employed in Stamp Mills, Like 
the Smeltermen,. Will Strike in 
Order to Uphold the New 
8-Hour Work Day Law. 


DENVER, Colo., June 15.—Thirty thou- 
sand men in Colorado will be out of work 
within the next three days unless steps are 
taken to end the strike of the smelter em- 
ployes to uphold the new eight-hour work- 
day law. 

The Omaha & Grant andi the Globe in 
Denver, the Bimetallic and the Arkansas 
Valfy at Leadville, the Filers and the Col- 
orado smelters at Pueblo, are closed. 

The Argo smelter in Denver has complied 
with the eight-hour law and is still run- 
ning. The Guggenheim smelter at Pueblo 


also is running. The closed works are un- 
der guard, but nowhere have the men made 
any demonstration. . 

At Central City the men employed in the 
stamp mills are expected to strike to-day. 

These mines have already closed: The 
Commodore, Amethyst, Bachelor No. 2 and 
Last Chance mines, in the Crede district; 
the Calliope and Hagerty, at Ouray; the 
Caribbean and Montezuma, near Ophir; the 
Iron Mask and Black Iron, at Red Cliff; the 
Smuggler, at Aspen. 

The Porter Fuel Company, at Durango, 
has closed, throwing 18 men out of work. 

From all parts of the State come reports 
that ‘mines are reducing forces. At Lead- 
ville #0 men have been discharged, and in 
view of the orders to ship no more ore to 
the closed smelters, little except develop- 
ment work is going on. The loss in wages 
to the men at Durango by the twelve 
days’ closing of the smelter is $50,000. 

Should the mines close all over the State 
5000 railroad men will be thrown out of 
employment. 

Four mines of the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company, three near Canon City and one 
in Pitkin County, have been shut down on 
account of wage differences. 


MEANT, TO ALSO ROB A BANK 


This Is the New Charge Brought 
Against the Trainrobbers, West 
and Stubblefield. 


SEDALIA, Mo., June 15.—Testimony in the 
trial of Elijah Stubblefield for complicity in 
the attempt to rob a Missouri Pacific train 
near this city, Nov. 2 last, has so far 
brought out no facts not already published. 


The statement of the States Attorney 
shows, however, that he not only expects 
to prove the crime charged against the 
principal plotters, but to show that they 
had entered into a conspiracy to commit 
several) other robberies, inchtuding the |joot- 
ing of a Sedalia bank. Attorney Steele 
sald it would be shown that it was the in- 
Sontion of the robberg)to murder Express 
essenger Grimshaw if he refused to open 
the safe: that they had also taken meas- 
urements of the Bank of Commerce, cor- 
ner of Ohio and Second streets, and had 
Arranged to enter the bank through the 
floor of an office in the second story of the 
bank building and to blow open the vault 
and money box with an apparatus to be 
provided by a local electrical expert. 
The testimony yesterday was given by E. 
H. Adams, the former engineer, who had 
pretended to enter into the plot and had 
driven Stubblefield and West to the scene 
of the crime, first warning the superinten- 
dent of the road, and Detective Thomas 
Furlong of Kansas City, who had charge 
of the guard which drove back the robbers 
and trailed them until their arrest. De- 
tective Furlong denied that he had put up 
the train robbery, and said he had never 
met Adams before he came to Sedalia to 
testify against Stubblefield.

Whitelaw Reid Says the $20,000,000 
Paid Spain Was Not for Purchase 
of the Philippines. 


LONDON, June 16.—In the first number 
of Lady Randolph Churchill's new maga- 
zine, ‘“The Anglo-Saxon Review,” to be is- 
sued shortly, Whitelaw Reid discusses the 
advances in international law and the 


changes in national policy resulting from 
the treaty of Paris.

F000 paid to —s upon the cession of the 
Philippines to the United States was not in 
the remotest degree intended as com - 
sating for the islands, which were a 
the writer asserts, because the Americans 
had aright to them as an indemnity, if not 
for conquest, and that the money paid was 
solely in recognition of the netnols le that 
debts, attaching to territory and incurred 
for its benefit, should be transferred with 
its sovereignty.

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WISDOM VS. LEGAL LEARNING. 


Edward Lauterbach, as the legal adviser of certain New 
York street railway corporations, advised them not to con- 
test the franchise tax law in the courts, because he believed 
it to be valid. 

This legal advice has been supplemented by a warning em- 
bodying the conclusion of wisdom with regard to sound policy 
on the part of the franchise corporations. Referring to the 
suggestion of 2 legal contest, Gov. Roosevelt said: 

They (the public corporations) may make up their minds ab- 
solutely that that law has come to stay. They may make 
up their minds absolutely that any attempt to show that the 
present law is not constitutional will fail, but if they should 
by any chance succeed it would merely result in putting upon 
the statute book a more drastic law than that which they 
strive against, 

The legal advisors of St. Louis street railways say that the 
franchise tax of the State Board of Equalization may be 
resisted in the courts. Legal learning does not always imply 
wisdom. It may be possible to defeat in the courts the effort 
of the State Board of Equalization to tax franchises, but it 
may not be wise to do so.

TO MAKE STRAWBERRY CREAM.—Put 
six ounces of sweet almond gil into the in- 


much water into the outside boiler as 
though you were about to make a custard. 
Set the two, one inside of the other, over 
the fire. Have ready one full quart of large 
ripe hulled strawberries. It is essent 
that the strawberries should be perfectly 
ripe. When the almond oll begins to warm 

ut the strawberriés in. Set the custard 
boiler on the back of the stove, cover the 
inside receptacle, and let the water in the 
outside kettle simm<«@ for four or five hours. 
Take the almond o1. and the strawberries 
out. Let them strain through a clean fine 
cheesecloth bag. Do not hurry the strain- 
ing process or attempt to @queeze the , 
To six ounces of the strained liquid add one 
ounce of white wax, one ounce of rma.- 
ceti and two ounces of janoline. t all 
over the fire and heat until the last three 
articles have melted. Then take off the 
fire and beat constantly until cold, adding 
during the beating process two teaspoonfuls 
of tincture of benzoin, ten’drops of oil of 
lemon and six of oil of neroli. This will 
make a delicious strawberry cream if prop- 
erly and carefully peeparell. 


STRAWBERRY PASTE.—To refresh the 
complexion and perfume the skin: Fresh 
strawberries, half a pound; 
one-sixth of an ounce; violet powder, one- 
sixth of an ounce. Dissolve the tragacanth 
with enough rose water to form a thin 
mucilage. Crush the strawberries; mix and 
stir them up with a sufficient quantity of 
rose water to form a half liquid paste; add 
the tragacanth and the violet powder; ap- 
ply the paste to the face at night and wash 
off next morning with tepid water. It is 
said that this operation repeated for three 
oo nights will remove all sunburn 

an.

so fast commission men can’t handle it. 
They are already crying out in protest and 
king growers to stop their shipments.

According to all the 
laws of horticulture it shouldn't come with- 
in a thousand mifies of it for all the books 
say cauliflower cannot be successfully culti- 
vated except on the seacoast or near a large 
body of salt water. 

St. Louls County is the only interior terri- 
tory in the world that produces marketable 
cauliflower.

The beggars of 
Third street have a surfert of cauliflower. 
as the commission merchants insfst on load- 
ing their baskets with it. They can only 
look at the other delicacies on the street 
and long for a change of diet. 
Speaking of other delicacies, there is one 
notably absent from the market so far this 
season and that is green corn. Usually fair- 
ly good consignments from Southern grow- 
ers reach here before this season. but near- 
ly all that has come thie year has been un- 
salable. Ana so corn goes on the give-away 
list with cauliflower and will remain there 
until St. Louis County again comes to the 
rescue. 
This will probabiy be the last week of the 
lucious strawberry, which will abdicate in 
favor of its greatest rival, the red raep- 
berry. This fruit will be very plentiful, as 
will also the black raspberry and the black- 
berry.

STURGEON MAY GO TO JAIL 


Ccemptroller Says Others May Go There 
Before Him for Obstructing the 
Police Bill. 


Comptroller Isaac Sturgeon thinks the 
members of the House of Delegates and 
the Mayor will have a chance to go to fail 
for obstructing the police bill before it is 
“up to him.”’ 

He said Thursday that if the clause pro- 
viding for the imprisonment of anybody ob- 
structing the operation of the biIM was to be 
enforced it would probably have to be en- 
forced against the members of the House 
of Delegates first, because he was satisfied 


they would not pass an ordinance making 
the appropriation for carrying out the 
provisions of the police bill. ‘that would 
obstruction enough to bring down the im- 
prisonment clause upon them. 

f the Assembly should pass the ordinance 
and the Mayor should refuse to sign it, 
then he might be thrown into jail. The 
Comptroller would not have a chance to 
court imprisonment until the ordinance had 
been passed by the Assembly and signed 
by the Mayor and a demand was made on 
him for the money. 

If itcomes to that, Comptroller Sturgeon 
says he will be obliged to refuse the de- 
mand, for the reason that there is no moncy 
with which to meet it. 

He says he will cheerfully go to jail if he 
must, for refusing to do what he cannot 
do, but he is not eg i Sm over the pros- 
pect of becoming a jailbird.

PARIS, June 15.—The first forma] meeting 


o fthe Venezuelan Arbitration Commission |

The 
arbitrators and most of their stafls were 
dressed in brock coats.
